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ANNUAL  REPORT  1925. 

NATIONAL  SOCIETY  FOR  LUNACY  REFORM. 


The  chief  event  in  1925  has  been  the  sitting  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Lunacy  and  Mental  Disorder,  and  this  Society’s 
most  important  work  has  been  the  collection  of  evidence  for  the 
Commission  and  the  submission  of  its  case  through  its  Chairman, 
Mr.  R.  Montgomery  Parker.  The  Commission  devoted  four  days 
to  the  hearing  of  the  Society’s  evidence. 

The  actual  appointment  of  the  Royal  Commission  and  the 
searching  manner  in  which  evidence  has  been  taken,  have  been, 
in  themselves,  a  recognition  that  the  charges  against  the  lunacy 
system,  so  long  made  by  this  Society,  have  merited  investigation 
and  the  evidence  given  has  justified  us  in  our  indictment.  When 
the  whole  of  the  evidence  comes  to  be  published  in  the  current 
year,  we  shall  give  it  our  most  careful  and  critical  consideration, 
and  the  public  who  read  it  will  be  able  to  see  for  themselves  that 
practically  every  criticism  made  against  the  asylums  and  the 
Lunacy  Act  has  been  supported  by  the  admissions  of  the 
numerous  witnesses  who  have,  in  one  function  or  another, 
represented  the  administration. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Society  proffered  to  the 
Commission  the  evidence  of  a  number  of  selected  witnesses  who 
had  had  first  hand  knowledge  of  asylum  conditions.  This 
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number  was  reduced  by  the  Commission  to  no  more  than  six,  and 
one  of  these  six  witnesses  was  heard  in  public.  After  his 
evidence  the  Commission  decided  that  any  further  evidence  by 
ex-patients  must  be  in  private,  and  advanced,  as  a  reason  for  this, 
the  opinion  that  the  giving  of  evidence  in  public  was  contrary  to 
the  interest  and  health  of  the  witnesses  themselves.  The  Society 
fook  a  very  strong  stand  against  this  decision,  protesting  that  it 
was:  necessary  in  the  general  interest  that  such  evidence  as  the 
Society’s  witnesses  had  offered  should  be  given  the  largest 
possible  amount  of  publicity  and  that  the  Society  could  not 
associate  itself  with  evidence  given  or  heard  in  secret.  The 
Commission  persisted  in  its  attitude  and  the  Society  withdrew 
the  other  five  witnesses. 

In  view  of  the  Commission’s  opinion,  the  Society  offered 
alternative  evidence  from  ex-attendants  and  nurses,  asylum 
chaplains  and  others,  who,  not  being  patients,  had  first  hand 
knowledge  of  asylum  conditions.  This  evidence  was  never  called 
for. 

The  action  of  the  Commission,  which  we  feel  to-  be  thoroughly 
unjustifiable,  constituted  a  very  grave  injustice  not  only  to  the 
persons  concerned,  but  to  the  Society,  which  had  gone  to  great 
trouble  in  taking  and  selecting  evidence,  preparing  proofs  of 
witnesses  and  doing  a  very  large  amount  of  work  of  this  kind  in 
the  public  interest.  It  is  impossible  not  to  feel  that  a  denial 
of  a  public  hearing,  and  therefore  of  Press  reports,  of  evidence 
of  such  an  important  and  vital  nature,  was  calculated  to  conceal 
and  minimise  the  number  of  existing  evils  and  to  hinder  the 
public  demand  for  reform  without  which  administrative  depart¬ 
ments  are  very  rarely  moved  to  progressive  action. 

Several  of  the  most  important  points  may  be  recapitulated:  — 

1.  Carelessness  and  Unjustifiability  in  Certification.  It 
was  admitted  before  the  Commission  by  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  that  he  himself  had  signed  the  reception 
order  for  a  large  number  of  patients,  without  any  other 
examination  or  care  than  that  of  seeing  that  a  patient 
was  actually  in  a  cab  which  drove  up  to  his  house, 
while  other  J.P.’s  admitted  that  either  they  had  not 
seen  patients  or  were  guided  entirely  by  the  doctor’s 
certificates  and  did  not  think  they  were  competent  or 
authorised  to  make  any  examination  or  inquiry.  It 
was  stated  by  a  Doctor  in  charge  of  a  London  Poor 
Law  Infirmary,  that  he  was  habitually  certifying  as 
lunatics  and  sending  to  asylums,  persons  who  were 
suffering  from  pneumonia  and  other  illnesses  with  high 
temperature  which  caused  temporary  delirium.  These 
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unhappy  persons  are  subjected  to  the  stigma  of  having 
been  pauper  lunatics  and  to  the  degrading  and 
depressing  surroundings  of  a  lunatic  ward. 

These  are  only  two  of  the  admissions  on  the 
question  of  certification  and  constitute  a  startling 
justification  for  our  charges. 

2.  Food  in  Asylums.  The  Society  has  heard  a  very  large 
amount  of  evidence  from  ex-patients  and  patients-on- 
leave  of  the  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  food  in 
mental  hospitals.  The  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  inquire  into  the  question  of 
dietary  elucidated  some  startling  facts. 

Evidence  before  the  Commission  was  to  the  effect 
that  while  4/6  per  week  per  head  was  paid  for  the 
patient’s  food,  that  of  the  attendants  cost  13/6, 
exactly  three  times  as  much.  When  one  considers 
that  asylum  patients  are  sick  persons,  needing  unusual 
care  and  nourishment,  this  indicates  a  state  of  things 
which  cannot  be  described  as  anything  less  than 
monstrous. 

3.  The  Magistrate’ s  Functions.  The  Society  made  strong 
representations  that  in  all  proceedings  for  the  certifi¬ 
cation  and  detention  of  patients  the  Magistrate,  as 
representing  lay  opinion,  should  act  in  a  judicial 
capacity,  and  that  the  ordinary  procedure  of  judicial 
investigation  should  be  followed.  This  would  entail 
full  testing  of  the  evidence  and  the  definite  oppor¬ 
tunity  being  given  to  the  individual  whose  sanity  was 
in  question  of  knowing  the  allegations  made  against 
him,  and  obtaining  the  evidence  to  explain  or  rebut 
them.  At  present  he  is  generally  kept  in  complete 
ignorance  of  these  vital  facts.  The  Society  further 
urged  that  some  Judicial  authority  should  be 
empowered  to  hear  applications  for  discharge  and 
consider  evidence  in  support.  This  duty  is  now 
entrusted  to  the  Visiting  Committee  of  Asylums,  who 
often  merely  accept  the  Medical  Superintendent’s 
view  as  conclusive. 

4.  Cruelty  to  Patients.  Charges  of  cruelty  to  patients 
have  persistently  been  decried  and  denied  by  the 
Board  of  Control,  but  the  evidence  heard  by  the  Boyal 
Commission  has  been  sufficient  to  prompt  the  Chair¬ 
man  to  remark  that  “  he  was  satisfied  that  cases  of 
cruelty,  possibly  cases  of  gross  cruelty  did  occur, 
which  should  not  occur.”  (Extract  from  The  Times, 
5th  Alarch,  1925.) 


A  medical  superintendent  of  one  of  the  largest 
licensed  houses,  in  giving  evidence,  said  that  since  the 
employment  of  women  nurses  for  the  male  patients, 
regrettable  incidents  such  as  fractured  ribs  which  were 
accounted  for  or  caused  by  “  slipping  or  falling  on  the 
side  of  the  bath  ”  had  absolutely  ceased.  This  was 
obviously  a  very  pointed  admission  on  the  mishandling 
of  the  patients. 

Forcible  drugging  of  patients.  Evidence  was 
tendered  to  show  that  drugs  are  persistently  used  in 
asylums  for  other  than  actual  therapeutic  reasons, 
and  that  violent  purgatives  are  administered  as  forms 
of  “  medical  restraint  ”  or  for  punishment.  It  was 
admitted  before  the  Commission  that  croton  oil  has 
been  and  is  still  in  use  in  asylums,  and  after  hearing 
these  admissions,  a  distinguished  medical  member  of 
the  Commission  expressed  his  great  surprise,  adding 
that  croton  oil  was  a  violent  poison  and  should  never 
be  used  except  in  the  most  rare  and  extreme  cases. 
In  one  asylum  the  consumption  was  admitted  to  have 
exceeded  2,000  doses  per  annum  in  recent  years. 

5.  Licensed  Houses.  The  Society  in  evidence  strongly 
opposed  the  contention  of  the  British  Medical  Associa¬ 
tion  and  other  witnesses  that  Licensed  Houses  should 
be  increased  in  number.  They  urged  that  their 
accounts  should  be  audited  and  that  the  conduct  of 
this  class  of  business  under  Government  Licence, 
without  any  restriction  on  the  profits,  was  against  the 
public  conscience.  These  views  were  not  sympa¬ 
thetically  received  by  the  Commission.  Later  the 
Society  were  able  to  tender  additional  evidence  of  a 
Licensed  House  where  most  of  the  medical  and  senior 
staff  were  remunerated  by  a  commission  on  profits, 
ranging  from  some  £1,500  per  annum  downwards,  in 
addition  to  their  salaries,  where  patients  had  been 
systematically  overcharged  on  clothing  and  other 
necessities  purchased  for  them  and  where  the  profits 
exceeded  30  per  cent,  per  annum.  These  matters 
have  been  investigated  by  the  Loyal  Commission  and 
will  be  dealt  with  in  their  Leport. 

Such  public  admissions  as  these  prove  beyond  question  that 
the  Society’s  efforts  have  been  of  the  utmost  necessity. 

The  Society’s  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  July  14th,  when 
the  report  and  financial  statement  for  1924  were  submitted  and
